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CRATER LAKE AND YOSEMITE THROUGH 
THE AGES

Lake ints massive rock setting was a weird 
and ghostly amphitheater where the groids 


Ts THE Bjamath Indians, who liver 


were forever embroiled in conflict, sporting. 


in the blie waters and dwelling on the 
highly colored crags of the crater rim. 
Rarely did these early inhabitants visit the 
lake, fer they believed it to be the heme 
Of the gods, not to be molested. 

Rumors of the existence of a deep-bluec 
lake early reached the ears of Oregon 
miners, but its location remuined! unknown 
until June 12, 1833, when John Wesley 
Hillman, leader of a party of prospectors, 
found the hidden waters. | 

News of the aliscovery of Crater Lake 
spread rapidly throighout the West, but 
only a handful of travelers made the undu- 
ous climh to the craters tim before the 
close of the century. In 1902 the urea was 
set aside as Crater Lake National Park: 
food rons were constricted up the moun- 
tain, and now each summer thousands of 
visitors from mew and far view [ts pastel 
Walters. 

A DRAMA OF THE ICE AGE 

Like other visitors to Crater Luke, T was 
impressed with its deep-blae color and the 
rare beauty of the precipitous crater walls, 


But more thon that, I wondered how the 


unique setting hod come into existence. 
What story of earth history was hidcen 
away In the massive rocks which formed 
the crater rin? 

l recalled that Joseph 3S. Diller, of the 
United States Geological Survey, heael stutl- 
idl the area many years before, After many 
“oe he hod reached the opinion that a 
large volcano had collapsed to produce the 
basin now occupied by the lake. Was he 
tight? Could «a mountain top disappear 
and leave a huge caldera more than 4,000 
feet in depth? 

Asa member of the sctentifie stafi of the 
National Park Service, it was my duty to 
unravel further the geologle story buried in 
the rocks surrounding Crater Lake. From 
my tent tucked away beneath the briaches 
of a mountain hemlock close to the rim, 
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| could see the hike far below owe. Each 
shift.el the winds that ruffled the water pro 
duce] new shades of blue, and cbritting 
clouds floating high overhead sent shadows 
racing gcross the everechanging picture. 
When darkness shut off the view, a night- 


howk’s call alone broke the silence, 


The morning sunlight just towchel the 
water as [ worked! my way along the rim 
to the Ranger Station, A welcome surprise 
awaited me there. “Hello, Doc, what brings 
you here?” came the familiar voice of my 
old friend and associate, George Grant, the 
chief photographer for the National Park 
Service. 

| prompily osked him to join me for the 
day, “Sure will,” was his hearty reply. 
“Maybe [can take some pictures for vou.” 

Nothing could be better, Not wentur- 
ing to ask outright for his services as a phi 
tugrapher, | bad been secretly hoping he 
would bring his camera. :

ae a high mountain?” The glacial story 
auipplies the answer, Hy careful obserya- 
tions geoloyists have estimated that glaciers 
did not form in this part of North America 
much ivlow 8,000 feel. Th this be true, 
Mutt Muazatin should have attained at 
least that height before its first glaciers 
formed, At its final stage, climax of a long 
perind af volcano. building, the meruntain 
probably reached an elevation of at least 

10,000 feet (Plate 11, upper). 

When at last lavas ceased to Sow from 
the crater of Mount Mazama, ice and snow 
min cenvelopecl the mountain, “The in- 
creased height of the volcana caused heavier 
snowfall, aod glaciers larger than those of 
the earlier period spread far down the 
mountain side to points five miles from the 
present rim. ‘The broad valleys sculptured 
by the ice remain to the present day as re- 
minders of the final singe m the dactal 
history of the mountain ( Plate 11, lower}. 

In placing a small cone on the western 
‘lope of Mount Maxama in the third and 
lourth paintings, the artist was guided by 
an interesting record visible on the rocks of 
the present rim. This consists of glucial 
acrmiches so oriented as to ‘prove that ice 
must have radiated from two Separate 
cones, the larger over the center of the 
present lake, the smaller approximately two 
niles to the west. 

The snialler cone, called Little Mazar, 
was directly over the site of Wizard Island, 
a voleanic cone of more recent origin which 
now tises above the surface of the lake, 
The relative position of Litth Mazama ane 
the present ishind is certainly no mere co 
incidence. Renewed eruptions from the 
veot, which éarlier supplied the material fir 
the secondary cone, in later times undoubt- 
edly built Wivardl tshurul. 

ln the centuries which followed) its final 
flacio! stage, Mount Mazama wunderwert 
a profound change. The whole top of the

Here the remains 
of the former volcano are scatteréad aver the 
surrounding country, Ef this history oc- 
curred at Crater Lake, we should find frag- 
mental material near the present depres- 
sion. “The absence of such debris throws 
doubt on the “prand. explosion” theary. 

Tt may be that Mount Mazamn. like 
Kilawea in Hawaii, hacla broad crater which 
cridually enlarged, throwh a caving-in 
process, to form the present deep depres- 
sian, Possibly a combination of explosion 
and collapse produced the caldera.  Al- 
though several theiries have been proposed. 
the disappearance of Mount Maxatia is still 
shrouded in mystery, 

The early history of Mount Maxama 
suggests that possibly Mount Rainier, 
Alount Hood, Mount Shasta, and other vol- 
canoes of the Cascade Range ure. in: the 
midst of similar careers. Suppose Mount 
Rainier, today a dormant mountiiin, should 
eventually resume eruption and tlestroy the 
glaciers which now rartiate from its peak: 
possibly this has already happened several 
times in the early trowth of the mountain. 

Hf the summit of that voleana should 
suditenty disappear, leaving a giant caldera 
in the base of the mountain, a landscape 
history similar to that of Mount Mayzarma 
might be revealed: 

From the summit af Uolon Peal, a few 
miles: southwest of the crater rim, it is 
possible to Teconstruct in truyginution the 
mighty mountuin of Mazama which for 
muny centuries daminated the landscape. 
In spite of the many changes during the dis- 
appearance of the volcane, the broad, ice- 
lormed valleys may be easily recognized 
where they notch the tim of the caldera 
(Plate TT, upper),

When Mount Sia#uma'’s stormy history 
ended, a lake formed tn the bottom of the 
caldera, Today this body of water main- 
taine a relatively constant level, although 
no streams enter or leave the depression 
(Plates 111, lower, amd TV). 

All visitors marvel at the lake's vivid blue 
eoler, Some believe that minerals in the 
water account for this, but analysis indl- 
cates that the water is remarkably pure. 
Some believe the blue is the sky's reflection, 
but the water is blue, rain-or shine, Others 
think the color may be due to a diffusion of 
light und intensification of the bhie portion 
of the color spectrum. As yet, the blue 
of Crater Lake, like the disappearance of 
Mount Macamuk, remains a noystery. 


VOSEMITE HAS A DIPFERENT S9oORY 


Many miles to the south of Crater Lake, 
in the high country of the Sierra Nevada, 
California, a very different stary of earth 
history has been recorded. Instead of a 
mighty voltand bull) up by repeated out- 
bursts of molten rock, we see the valley of 
Yosemite carved) ly streams and glaciers. 

Today this land ts one of our national 

irks. Each vear more than half a mil- 
fon visitors revel in its. glory, Many come 
tu enjoy the scenery of the valley, some seek 
ite gracious Climate, and others find emioy- 
ment in understanding its gealogic past. 

1 entered Yosemite by the John Muir 
Trail adter traveling several weeks by pack 
truin in the high mountain country seuth of 
the park. Aly frst glimpse of the canyon 
wis from one of the high granite cliffs east 
of Half Dome, As 7 booked at this majestic 
form, | hac a desire bo scale its steep walls

E pe, | saw waterfalls leaping 
fron valleya which seemed ta end in. nid- 
air; D-could see the tiny Merced River more 
than 3,000 feet beluw me [page 326). 
Could this: stream have cut the canyon 
which lay before me? 

[ recalled the story told by Frangois E- 
Matthes, eminent scientist of the United 
States Geological Survey, of a great ice age 
when Yesemite Valley was filled with a giant 
glacier which moved slowly toward the lnw- 
lands to the west. Was it, then, the work of 
this ice which produced V¥ bsemite? No, not 
entirely, for streams had played their part 
long before the ice came. 

Most visitors to the park enter from 
the west, passing between El Capitan anil 
Cathedral Rocks (page 429), These granite 
forms tower 3,000 and 27,600 feet, respec- 
tively, above the valley bottom. Once 
through this gateway, the visitor fines him- 
self in a magnificent carvon cut in the 
granite rocks of the Sierra. At his lett are 
Yosemite Falls, ribbons of white descend- 
ing the sheer granite cliffs: 

After a brief visit to Mirror Lake, where 
Half Dome casts its reflection in the quiet 
witers; he proceeds to Inspiration Print 
high on the side af the canyon at the other 
end of the valley. Across the valley are the 
snow-capped peaks of the Sierra. 

Yosemite seems no longer the teolated 
canyon beld in by ginunt walls, but instead a 
Hirt of a glorious londscape, an interesting 
bit Of the gerund Slerra Nevada panorama. 
The mighty El Capitan, which rose so 
ubruptihy from the valley floor, blends inte 
the upland country os if it belonged bo the 
mountain landscape rather than to the vai- 
lew.

The-ancient ports of Carthage, long ise- 
lated From the sea by the building of a 
shore road, ore again connecter with the 
Gulf of Tunis. In the interests of health, 
small channels have been dug, The naval 
and commercial harbors are now connected 
with the Mediterranean whose Levantine 
shores bathe the piles of murex shells from 
which ‘lyre and Sidon extracted a purple 
whose memory still colors history. 

From the rough stones of the amphithe- 
ater rises: a white cross. . 

“Why this modern emblem in this pagan 
geno?” one wonders. Theo be remembers. 
Cardinal Lavigerie, who pever lost his his- 
toric sense amid his numerous gol works, 
erected this seemingly incongruous crass 
over a spol where Christian martyrs, to 
whom that symbol was mere than life, were 
nut to death some 400 years before Mo- 
namimed was bom. 

‘Carthage must be destroved” was oa 
irrandicse slogan, But (oesar and Augustus 
had more sense than Scipio, ‘They delib- 
erately restored a ruined enemy to more 
than its former beauty and Hadrian fave 
it an mpoecduct whose remains still mink 
among Tunisia’s most impressive ancient 
monuments (page 337), . 

For miles his high-arched aqueduct 
stretches above grainfi¢lds and grazing 
flocks, coming from Mount Zaghouan,

How describe this holy place created by 
Mostems, some of whom had seen the 
Prophet in the fleeh? Nothing I had read 
prepared me fur the silence of the Great 
Masque, the polychrome tiles of the tmostyue 
of Sidi Sahab, the eroteapue swords anil 
giunt pipe of the Mosque of Sabers, the 
teeming marketplace of the Rue Saussier, or 
the relentless irritation of street Arabs beg- 
cing, “Good day, mister, give me a ciga- 
rette”’ 

Once a’ the word evidently oes 
around that the litth: pests shall cease to 
pester. And since that lusury comes at a 
time when Kairouan i at its best, a visit 
on the last day of the annual Rug Fair: is 
pleasantly memorable (page 372). 

Soon uiter duwn, to receive powrder for 
their salutes, the famous #lass horsemen 
assemble beside the circular pool of the 
Aghlubites. Clad in their best robes and 
wearing sombreros whose broad brims are 
held up by ostrich feathers, they seem a 
docile lot. But when the Resident Gen- 
eral's car arrives the tempo quickems, 

By afternoon these somnolent horses will 
be racing at breakneck while their 
riders stand in their saddles, sweep the 
earth with their heads, do a shoulder stand 
on a galloping charger, and jugele gun and 
sabherin mimic warfare (page 358 and 360). 

Among the whitewashed graves where 
the dead huddle as close as possible to the 
Great Mosque, vellai women stand and 
cheer. 

Eve has not Jost her delight in weddings. 
When the rider sweeps dawn on a cortege 
crouped about the silken saddle-tent of the 
bride-to-be, and an Arab Lochinvar abducts 
the angel of his dreams from half-hearted 
defenders, who are probably glad to have 
it.over with, the veiled women ululate their

INDIAN FLYING POLE DANCE 


By Hevea Larsen 


—\ F ‘THOSE age-old rites which still 
“urvive ALTMAN, the Inclians of re- 


ee villages | in Mexico, one of the 
most interesting and spectacular is. the 
strange dance of the fiving. pole, 

Although my sister and Thad spent many 
veors in the Mexican miountains studying 
Indian traditions and customs, we never 
had seen this ceremony. In oa symbolism 
centuries old, the performers dance at the 
top of a tree trunk as toll as a ship's mst, 
then “fly” to earth on Jong, unwinding ropes 
(page 389}. 

Therefore, when we heard thot che 
Otomi Indians were going to fy from their 
pole in Pahuatlan, we immediately: packed 
our knapsacks amd sét cut. 

Paohuatlin is hidden away in the moun- 
tains if northwestern Puebla where a wedpe 
of that State penetrates into the State of 
Hidalgo. 


YAWNING DAVINES END RADLAOAL 
AT HONEY 

The train from Mexico City took 11 js 
far as Honey, so called because that was the 
name of the Englishman whi built the rail- 
way which ends there, All railways running 
northeast through the Valley of Mexico to- 
ward the Sierra stop abruptly where the 
first deep ravines plunge to a yawning 
depth and the sweep of the horiaon is sud- 
denly bruised by the contour of majestic 
ranges. 

At Honey, which looks for all the world 
like w deserted western mining camp, we 
were met by Antonio, our Indinn guide: 
After the weal fuss and f furry of loading 
the boggage on the pack mule, of sadiling 
the horses, and adjusting the ever-too-long 
stirrups, which in this part of the oountry 
look like enormous wooden shoes, we leit 
the straggling streets and soon were passing 
through a dense forest of pine and cedar, 

Presently, however, the country became 
more open and the horses patiently climber! 
the shoulder of a midge that divided two 
beautiful valleys with sheer walls dropping 
to the rivers below. From here the trail 
pitched steeply downward for about ten 
Pa making a drop of more than 3,000 
Pet. 

The pine trees became small and stunted 
and finally surrendered to trees and plant= 
of amore tropical climate, Small gray huts 


with thatched roofs nearly touching the 
ground clume to the steep hillside and the 
green patchwork of cornfields climbed up 
and down almost perpendicular slopes, In 
front of ws blue ponves lost themselves in 
the deeper blue of a youlted sky: behind 
ws the world was hemmed in by dark wooded 
peaks.

The Sierra wat teeming with life. Far 
above us, on the opposite side of the ravine, 
moving Hecks of white showed where men 
were at wirk in their fields, Women were 
Pounding clothes on large flat stones or 
fitting brown clay jars with ice-cold water 
from the waterfalis that shimmered against 
the green hills. © 

Indians with large crates on their backs 
were toiling over the steep grade. Their 
enormous loads, supported by a leather 
strap ar a weven palm-leal band across the 
forebead, forced their bodies forward two 
counteract the heavy pull, With eyes riv- 
éetéd on the trail, brown faces taut and 
strained, square jaws set, they labored 
ahesd—-lut there was always a soft- spoken 
“adios” for the passer-by an sometimes at 
flash of strong white teeth as a sweat-drip- 
pins face was lifted tu ours. 

Flocks of goats were driven uphill by 
shouting: boys, and the echo of high-pitched 
volves of muleteers and the merry tinkle of 
their animals’ bells floated on the air as 
large pack trains lumbered along carrying 
freivht to and from Pahwathin, The road 
is the pulsing artery through which flows 
the life of the Sierra. 

A piece of green paper crushed in the 
hand gives a fair idea of the topography of 
the country surrounding Pabuatlin, which 
rests on a slope high above the point where 
Iwo small rivers met, 

After almost three hours we sighted the 
town, coming upon it suddenly at a tum 
of the road, Below us the red-tiled roofs 
of the houses peeped out trom archards and 
fardens.

In other places, however, 
the natives stil cling: to the old number.

Five were 
dressed os men and the sixth as woman, 
Mahinche they called “her” Almost all 
Aiexican Tndian dances have a Mahinche, of

Qn the crowded plaza all commercial 
activities. had ceased, amd silent Indians 
with upturned brown faces intenUly watched 
the six whirling figures.

They spoke Spanish haltingly, searching 
for words, They were men of diferent 
ages, The chief was 63 years old ancl had 
Hewn tar 35 years, He had been the 
teacher of the others. who tremted him with 
real tespect. He tolil we about accidents 
ark! af voladores who had fallen to their 
death . 

We are helpless if anvone loses his Inal- 
ance, hesaid. “We con do nothing to help 
because we should -all fall”

The whole structure is so frail and de- 
pends so entirely upan perfect bilianee that 
the least violent movement may be danger 
ous, In some villages the authorities have 
prohibited the dance because of accidents. 

To have sufficient courage, matey vola- 
dores often get quite drunk before climbing 
the pole. This of course makes them more 
rockless, and therefore a fiesta may end with 
the tragic denth of a beloved flver. Vola- 
dores enjoy much the same admiration and 
worship as that accorded a favorite hull- 
fiehter in Mexico City ora Babe Ruth in 
the Uniter] States. 

Our flying Otami Tndians were not given 
to talk, and we feared that they knew noth- 
ing of the ancient symbolism of the cere- 
many, It was therefore a thrilling surprise 
when, 05 they were dismantling the pole, one 
of them turned to us and suid: 

“Tn the old days there were always four 
voladores; because we are really the four 
sacred birds that fly with the four winds to 
the cardinal points.” 

=o, after all, a few embers of the ald rite 
are still eluwing i in the dearl ashes of vester- 
day, But before long they may disappear 
and the ceremony become a legend Iost 
forever. 


INDtAN DANCES AWE LIKE PAGES FROM 
FAIRY TALES 

On our extensive trips through the Sierra 
we have seen many other interesting dances. 
each one like a brillant page of o fairy-Lale 
book: 

Qn the lower slopes of the mountains 
Totenac Indians with enormous rainbow- 
colored headdresses wheel around in their 
stately Quetzal Dance (page 391), 

The Acatlaxqui, or the Dance of the 
(me Who Throws the Reed, as the word 
literally means, has manage to survive in a 
iew Aztec. villages high in the Sierra. It is 
sn lithe known that even the very best-in- 
formed authorithes on México to whom we 
went for information hod never heard wf 
it, much jess seen it 

We saw it danced by Indians in costumes 
that reminded ws of the voladores, but with 
tall peaked caps and flowing panaches of 
colored paper, 

Each dancer beld his acathexget, which 
comsisted of one long and a dozen of more 
short slender reeds adorned with brilliant 
feathers. The reeds were fastened spas 
tt slide along one another to their full 
length, telescope-fashion, when the dancer, 
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who held the longer need in his hanel, threw 
them into the pir. 

A circle of dancers surrounded a demure 
and miniature Malinche—a boy of eight 
with a dimpled girlish face, dressed in Mlow- 
ing white garments and holding «a gourd 
and a stiall wooden snake painted silver 


in his hands. 

At beginning of the dance, Malinche 
stepped up oon a small board and was 
hoisted hich above the other dancers. ‘The 
simple, monotonous tune played on a 
flute wecompanied by o drum was almost 
drowned in the hilarious ringing of church 
twlls anc the startling reports of rockets 
bursting with small white puffé in the air. 

But when the tiny figure commenced to 
dance on the board, holding “her” gleam- 
ing serpent high above “her” head, a hush 
fell on the spectators and the bells were 
silent. 

Suddenly each dancer, with a graceful 
movement andl a sweeping upward curve 
of the arm, threw his acatlixqui into the 
air; while his feet never once fost the rhythm 
af the dance, A crackling sound, like the 
burnimg of dry twigs, blurred the music as 
the reeds shot out like arrows speeding from 
the string of a bow, and, crossing, formed 
a plumed dome of drooping arches over 
Malinche. | 

Again and again the frail tune was 
broken by the dry crackle tis the dancers 
in sme mysterious way made the reeds 
slide back inte their hands, only to let them 
Ny oul once more. 





WITCHES WORK BLACK StAnic WITH 
PAPER Deals 


Once, almost by chance, we stumbled 
into a strange Tridian world peopled by 
supernatural beings. 

We had noticed a cluster of ¢mall huts 
on m mountain in the Sierra and hil ques- 
tioned-several people about it, The answer 
was always the same: the village was so 
unimportant and the Indians so secretive 
that few peaple ever went near it. 

That decided us, and we turned our 
horses down the steep trail that plunged 
inte the river, then tose in sharp curves and 
looped up the mountain. 

A strange sound greeted us upon enter- 
ing the village—o hard-sounding clap-clap- 
clap, not the soft putting of hands making 
tortillas, but the impact of stone on wood, 

We found women sitting in the shade in 
front of their doors, pounding away on 
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small boards with stenes. They were mak- 
Ing paper! 

The pages of history suddenly torned 
back several humdred years: “. . 2 And the 
paper on which they painted their hiero- 
glyphs was fashioned from deer skin or 
pouenrer out of fiber extracted from the 
wrk or roots of certain trees; . ..” 

Today fiber paper is used for witchernft 
only. The Indian uses two kinds of bark: 
une which gives a light and “good” paper 
und: another which produces a dark pur- 
plish paper. 


The latter 1s considered “Tad” and is- 


wed for black magic ceremonies, Tt is cut 
into small dolls with which witches tre sty 
posed to be able to cast spells on people, 
as well as to cure all kinds of illness. 

In the Indian world, which i much 
Stranger than our own, everything —water, 
air, fire, earth, the house, the mowurtains— 
is represented by spirits which must be 
propitiated Jest their wrath fall upon the 
defenseless village. ‘The spirits demand oi- 
ferings from the humble Indian, and weird 
ceremonies anc rites are performed in their 
homer. 

When an [ndian is sick with fever, it 
means that the fire has entered his body 
ond is demancing its offering, The ser- 
cerer, or frwjo, drives out the evil spirit by 
tomxing it inte » dark paper doll which is 
hurriedly burned and replaced by a “good” 
doll of light paper. 

Should the patient die, the sorcerer ol 
course is not to blame, for is it not the fate 
of everyone to die? The unfortunate vic- 
tim is burled with a couple of Jight paper 
dolls in bis hand: these, being “once” will 
surely help him on his perilous journey to 
the Jand of shucdows. 


PROCGHT HELIEF, FMIMITTVE ENDIAN 
STV iH 


Whenever it happens that rain does not 
fall and the crops are threatened, the In- 
dinns flock to their sacred logoon, An obtar 
is falsed on the shore of the deep, sinister: 
looking pool and sninke rises from many 
incense burners, 

Drums dhrob and Hutes will while strong 
feet stamp the ground and o chorus of 
voices enireal the water spirit—suppesed 
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to dwell on the bottom af the ponl—to 


release the life-giving rain. 
One by one frightened fowl are hurled 


into the water, followed by yards of muslin, 


fool, lowers, paper dolls, and even money. 
The latter, we heard later on, is some 
retrieved by unbelieving muleteers whe 
loiter on the trail waiting for the Indians 
to depart. 

LOLS KHEPRESEST PLANTS 

Tn early spring, when ruffled fields lie 
preunant with seed, the witches are busy 
cutting seed dolls for thelr clients, ‘These 
ure made of Common tissue paper, as they 
must correspotid in color to the plants they 
Gre Supposed Lo represent. 

Like the ther paper colls, they are shaped 
like a human being with hands raised as if 
in prayer, but from the arms and lees 
sprouts the plant the Indian wishes to-sow 
in his field. 

In-a cave high above the village, where 
the mountains seem to surge inte the sky, 
the sorcerer chants his incantations over 
them and burns incense of copal gum. Then 
they are returned to their respective own- 
ers who reverently preserve them and take 
them cut once in a while as an offering to 
the spirit that rules over the field and guards 
the crops- 

These rites are faithfully carried cut 
according to the different cite anil 
various needs of the villages, because on 
instinct, strong and primeval, deep down 
in the Indian's soul, still urges him’ to 
follow: his ancient traditions, 

But, some day in the future, engineers 
will probably blast « modern highway 
through these tiny unexplored corners, and 
the villages, some of which have-not yet been 
fut on the map, will be crushed under the 
grinding wheels of progress. The palm- 
thatched huts will cede their place to 
up-to-date filling stations: traditions will 
gradually disappenr; the paper dolls will 
be forgotten, and the strange and myste- 
rinws world of the Sierra will be no more,
